Arafat: Saudi plan has ‘good points’

RIYADH. — PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat said in an inlerview 
published yesterday thal Saudi 
Arabia’s Middle East peace plan 
contained “good and constructive" 
points. 

Arafat, who met Saudi King 
Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd for 
four hours on Monday, also told the 
newspaper Al Jazirah that the Saudi 
leaders again promised their full 
support to the Palestinian resistance 
movement “until the flag of our 
(Palestinian) nation rises above 
Jerusalem." 

The eight-point Saudi plan, an- 
nounced by Fahd on August 8, cal- 
led among other things for the es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian- slate 
with Jerusalem as its capital. 

Meanwhile, the London Daily 
Telegraph correspond ent, . J oh n 
Bulloch, who is covering British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Car- 
rington's visit to Saudi Arabia, said 
the plan is simply a PLO plan. 


In a report yesterday which he 
based on Arab sources in Ri>adh, 
Bulloch wrote that the plan vas 
drafted after a meeting at the begin- 
ning of the year between Fahd and 
Arafat at which the prince com- 
plained about Palestinian criticism 
of Saudi Arabia’s stand on the Mid- 
dle East. 


Fahd reportedly asked Arafat 
what the Palestinians in fact 
wanted. Arafat relayed this question 
to his “cabinet” in Beirut, as a 
result of which a group led by a 
Western-educated businessman was 
set up to formulate minimum PLO 
demands. “The result was the eight 
principles eventually put forward as 
his own by Prince Fahd,” wrote 
Bulloch. 

British officials said Carrington's 
talks with Fahd and Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud al-Faisa! were 
“most useful and constructive." 
Carrington discussed Fahd’s eight- 
point plan in his capacity as current 
president .of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) and 


to explore common grounds 
between the plan and the EEC M id- 
die East initiative. 

Meanwhile, China voiced support 
yesterday for the Saudi plan and 
compared the Israeli government of 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
with Hitler’s Germany. 

“By stubbornly insisting on bas- 
ing their ‘security* on the occupa- 
tion of other countries, the Begin 
authorities are acting like Hitler 
who based the existence of fascist 
Germany on seeking lebensraum 
from other countries,’’ the Com- 
. munist Party newspaper People’s 
Daily said in a commentary. 

In Damascus yesterday, Syria's 
state radio warned that any Arab 
leader who responds to the 
American invitation to join the 
Camp David peace process will 
“meet the same fate as (assassinated 
Egyptian President Anwar) Sadat. 

The broadcast came while King 
Hussein of Jordan, an arch-foe of 
Syrian President Hafez Assad, is in 
Washington for talks with VS. 
President Ronald Reagan. 


Bir Zeit University closed

A- tense confrontation between 
military authorities who yesterday 
ordered the indefinite closure of B ir 
Zeit University and students and 
faculty who refused to leave the 
campus, was defused last night, 
after the army promised thal no one 
leaving the campus would be ar- 
rested. 

Earlier in the evening, the High 
Court of Justice issued an interim 
injunction forbidding the military 
government from .forcibly 
evacuating Bir Zeit University stu- 
dents from the campus and the stu- 
dents' dormitories. The injunction 
was won by a lecturer and three stu- 
dents from Bir Zeit. 

According to both official and 
local sources, the deputy military 
commander of the West Bank and 
the military governor of Ram all ah 
came to the university at about mid- 
day yesterday after a demonstration 
during which troops had used tear 
gas to disperse students. 

The officers handed the univer- 


sity’s acting director, Dr. Gabi 
Baramki, an order giving students 
and staff two hours to vacate the 
campus as well as apartments in 
private houses which are used as 
dormitories in the small university 
town north of Ramallah. 

The order was signed by AJuf 
Daniel Matt, the Coordinator of 
Activities in the Administered Ter- 
ritories and was issued after con- 
sultation with Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon and according to one 
report, with the prime minister as 
well. 

Students and some faculty 
members refused to leave both the 
old and the new (science) campus 
and soldiers sealed off the area. As 
the afternoon wore on the army in- 
formed Baramki that force would 
be used to remove the students. 

According to a student manning 
the switchboard inside the campus, 
Baramki persuaded the students to 
leave the campus after a senior 
army officer al the scene promised 
that no one would be airested or 
molested as they left the town.

Ethiopian Jews terrorized by local governor

A powerful Ethiopian provincial 
governor with “a grudge against the 
Jews" has ordered the arrest and 
torture of scores of Falasha leaders 
and in some cases has personally 
abused the jailed victims The 
Jerusalem Post was reliably in- 
formed recently. 

This is the first timie that any 
government official of the Marxist 
regime has engaged directly in the 
persecution of the Ethiopian Jews, 
the. sources said. There are an es- 
timated 28,000 members of the tribe 
Ethiopia and about 1,300 


in 


Falashas in Israel. The Falashas are 
recognized as Jews under the Law 
of Return. 

In the last few years, the main 
source of persecution against the 
Falashas has been the counter- 
revolu tionary Ethiopian 
Democratic Union (EDU), a rag-tag 
army which includes members of 
the late deposed emperor Haile 
Selassie’s' family and other 
feudalistic landowners, who were 
overthrown six years ago. 

The EDU, which engaged in 
several bloody pogroms against 
Falashas in the Gondar area, has 
been virtually wiped out by the 


government of Mengistu Haile 
Mariam. However, the central 
government does not exercise its 
powers in the region, and the 
provincial governor. Major ,Mdaku. 
rules the area with an iron fist. 

“The tefrture of alleged ‘Zionist 
ringleaders' has increased 
dramatically under this man," one 
source said “Falasha villagers grow 
terrified when they hear the sound 
of tires on the dirt trails, just waiting 
for someone to be taken from his 
bed to be tortured. 

-Falasha villages which were once 
open to visitors have been closed oft 
by the governor, and there is almost 


no first-hand information on the 
current situation of the Ethiopian 
Jews. Falashas are barred from talk- 
ing to visitors. 

Christians in Gondar are also be- 
ing tortured, “but it’s especially .bad 
for the Jews — there is a dispropor- 
tionate number of arrests and they 
undergo worse torture." the source 
said.- 

The provincial governor’s grudge 
stems from the fact that many 
Falashas have left their poverty- 
stricken province over the years to 
fulfil their religious aspirations.

Last two years show net emigration of 20,000

• For the first time in the history of 
Israel, emigrants have outnumbered 
immigrants during the last two 
years, government statistician 
Moshe Scron disclosed yesterday, - 
presenting journalists with the 1981 
Statistical Abstract. 

’ Other established trends which 
continued during ihe period 
covered were lower marriage and 
birth rates, more divorces and fewer 
immigrants. 

'■ During each of the last two years, 
emigrants outnumbered newcomers 
by approximately . 10,000. Projec- 
tions -for this year point to a total of 
some II. 000 immigrants, with about 
^20,000 .persons expected to leave. 
’.The immigration figure is the lowest 
in Israel’s history with the possible 
exception, of 1953, when about that 

- num ber arrived. Estimates peg the 

total 'number of emigrants since 


Israel’s population is expected to 
reach four million in April or May 
of next year, and if recent 
demographic trends continue, there 
wDl be 5.5 million citizens in 2000. 
Of these 4,3 million will be Jews, an 
increase of 30 per cent, and 1.2 mil- 
lion non-Jews, a 90 per cent rise. 
During the last decade, the popula- 
tion las increased by 900,000, in- 
cluding 700.000 Jews. 


In addition, divorces were 
up, affecting 6 per cent of all cou- 
ples during the first five years of 
marriage and 10 per cent during the' 
first 15 years. 


Only 94,300 babies were born in 
1980, down from 95,600 in 1975. 
The birth rate for Jewish women

gap between various ethnic groups 
dropping in recent years. A/nong 
non -Jewish women, the drop for the 
decade was from 8.9 to 6.0. • 


The number of women working 
outside the home has steadily in- 
creased from 31.6 per cent in 1975 
to 37 per cent in 1 980. The country’s 
total labour force grew during the 
same period by 15 per cent, 
reaching 1,318,000, with the number 
actually employed (accounting for 
higher unemployment) rising by I i 
per cent. 
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The number of Jewish marriages 
fell from 28,000 in 1975 to 24,700 
last year. The sharp drop is partly 
explained by the ageing of the 
country's population, but lower 
figures were registered for all age 


Especially large was the increase 
in employment in financial services 
— 39 per cent — and in public ser- 
vices — 22 per cent. The industrial 
labour force grew by only 7 per 
cent. • 

Workers from the administered 
territories constituted 5.4 per cent 
of the Israeli labour force. Number- 
ing 72,000 last year, they were 34 
per cent of the territories’ total 


work force. 

While families shrank in size, the 
standard of living showed a steady 
increase. Real net income of 
workers is expected to rise by 
between 8 and 10 per cent this year. 
In 1980 the figure was already 21 
per cent higher than five years 
previously. 

A consumer goods survey showed 
that by 1980, 3.7 per cent of all 
families owned a deep freezer, 2.6 
per cent an automatic dishwasher, 
34 per cent a colour television and 
87 per cent a black-and-white 
model. Telephones could be found 
in 61* .5 per cent of all homes, private 
or commercial vehicles parked in 
front of 36 per cent. A total erf 12.3 
per cent enjoyed central heating, 
21.6 per cent gas heaters, 14 per 
cent electric radiators, and 33 per 
cent kerosene beaters. Air con- 
ditioners were owned by 8 per cent 
of all households, 48 per cent had 
electric water heaters and 42.5 per 
cent solar units. 


Shamir warns EC states 

Camp David 


must be basis 
for Sinai force

Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir declared yesterday that 
the participation of any country 
in the Sinai multi-national 
peacekeeping force must be 
“based solely on the agreement 
signed by Israel, Egypt and the 
U.S. in the framework of the 
Camp David accords.” 

Speaking in the Knesset, Sh&mir 
added that Israel had “notified’’ all 
potential contributing countries 
“that any announcement or state- 
ment that accompanies their par- 
ticipation... and that contains 
anything contradictory to the terms 
of the (Israel-Egypt-U.S.) agree- 
ment on the establishment of the 
force will disqualify (the country in 
question) from participating in this 
force." 

Unknown to Shamir, British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington 
had already gone on the record in 
London as saying thal British par- 
ticipation in the force was to be 
“not associated with Camp David.” 
(see below) 

While there has not yet been a 
formal announcement by a group of 
EEC countries that they will par- 
ticipate, Carrington made it clear 
that Britain and the others have in 
fact taken the derision to join. He 
said that Britain’s participation' 
would mean “no weakening... in our 


determination to get everybody to 
agree to the principles of (the ECC's 
Venice Declaration).” 

Asked whether these statements 
by Carrington would “disqualify” 
Britain from participating in the 
force, in accordance with Shamir’s 
warning. Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Avi Pazner said last 
night that he would not react to 
press reports of statements at- 
tributed to the British minister. 
“When there is an official an- 
nouncement of British participa- 
tion, we shall examine it and deter- 
mine our position," the spokesman 
said. 


Observers in Jerusalem said that if 
Carrington repeats Us statements — 
or if any other foreign statesman 
makes sock statements — in the con- 
text of his country’s official an- 
nouncement that It is participating in 
the face or following that axmooBce- 
xnent, then Israel will veto that 
countty’s participation. Hopefully 
Carrington will avoid such statements 
in the future, the observers said, “or 
else we won’t let the British in.” 
Shamir’s public warning from the 
Knesset rostrum was intended to 
head off — or at least moderate — 
an evolving EEC pronouncement 
on the Middle East which the Euro- 
peans intend to issue as a

Haig repeats support 
for Camp David accord

WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig yesterday as- 
sured the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee that the Reagan ad- 
ministration fully intends to support 
the Camp David peace proces. 

Responding to questions, the 
secretary rejected accusations that 
recent high level U.S. statements 
praising certain aspects of the eight- 
point Saudi peace plan indicated a 
weakened U.S. commitment to the 
Camp David talks. 

Hajg said the administration's 
pro-Camp David position was being 
backed up by actions — namely the 
U.S. -sponsored multinational 
peacekeeping force in Sinai and the 
U.S. mediatory role in the Palesti- 
nian autonomy negotiations. 

The secretary of state also sent a 
verbal message to Premier 
Meuacfaem Begin yesterday 
reiterating the US. commitment to

Libya begins pulling out its

PARIS. — Libya started airlifting 
troops and equipment out of Chad 
on Tuesday and the operation con- 
tinued yesterday morning, ac- 
cording to reports reaching here. 

A correspondent of the French 
news agency AFP reported from the 
capital, N*djamena, having seen the 
airlift operation at the city’s airport. 

He quoted the Libyan com- 
mander in Chad, Colonel Radwan 
Salab, as telling journalists that all 
Libyan troops would be withdrawn 
from the capital and the Chari- 
Baguirmi region around it would be 
evacuated within two weeks, he 
said. 

Salah said he had direct 
telephone orders from President 
Muammar Gaddafi. 

France yesterday reaffinned its 
readiness to proride, logistical and 


financial support for the prompt 
despatch of an inter-African force 
to maintain order in Chad. 

Chad President Goukouni Oued- 
dei, attending a meeting here 
between France and 31 African 
countries, said on Tuesday night 
that he welcomed the reported Li- 
byan decision but had not been for- 
mally notified of it. 

Goukouni, whom the Libyans 
helped win the Chad civil war, 
asked for the withdrawal last week, 
soon after France had pledged to 
help his government in the task of 
reconstruction in the former French 
colony.

— Minister of 
Agriculture Simha Ehrlich yester- 
day accepted the resignation of the 
managing director of the Nature 
Reserves Authority, Adir Shapiro. 

In his letter of resignation submit-* 
ted over a week ago, Shapiro said he 
could not continue at his post 
because one of his departments, the- 
Green . Patrol, responsible for 
protecting government-owned 
property from poachers, was not 
working according to administra- 
tion regulations.. 

Questioned yesterday, Shapiro 
said he could not understand why 
Ehrlich accepted his resignation 
without comment. “At least he . 
could have called me in to ask what 
was behind all this," he said. 

Shapiro, a farmer from Moshav 
Tel Shahar, said that he plans to 
revive Ms farm and work his Helds 
again. 

A spokesman for the NRA yester- 
day said that Shapiro resigned 
because of “administrative" dis- 
agreements with the chairman of 


the NRA's board, Aluf (Res.) 
Avraham YofTe. Shapiro wanted 
personally to run the controversial 
Green. Patrol, but Yoffe refused to 
let him and retained firm control of 
the patrol in his own hands. 

The spokesman, denied that the 
resignation in any way was con- 
nected to recent criticism of the 
patrol’s tactics against Beduin in- 
fringing the law and grazing their 
herds on state lands, or to Ehrlich's 
declared intention to review the 
patrol's activities. 

Yoffe yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post, that when he step- 
ped down from the job of managing 
director of the NRA, be had chosen 
Shapiro as his successor, despite 
strong opposition from different 
sources. } 

Regarding Shapiro's accusation. 
Yoffe pointed out that during the 
past four and half years of the ex- 
istence of the controversial patrol, it 
has been continuously under fire, 
and had been sued a number of 
times. ‘"But in all the cases- we were 
acquitted. I think that is a pretty, 
good record," said Yoffe. 


Suspect’s remand extended 


after victim’s body found 


HAIFA (Ttira). — A man who has 
been in custody for 66 days on 
suspicion of murdering a man 
whose body had not been found, 
had his remand extended yesierday 
when police told the court that they 
had found the body, in the grave of 
a woman, as reported yesterday. 

The suspect, Haim Sasson, 29, of 
Haifa, was apparently stunned by 
this development in the investiga- 
tion against . him. He had been 
brought to the Haifa Magistrates 
Court in order to appeal an exten- 
sion of his remand by IS days. Fol- 
lowing the police revelations, he 
dropped his request. 

The police representative told the 
court that Yitzhak (“Ikka") Tubul’s 


body had been found in a grave on 
Tuesday after a state's witness had 
taken police, to the burial site. 

Police refused to reveal the place 
of the graveyard, but Itim learned it 
was in Kizyat Ala. 

Police say Tubul, known as a drug 
dealer, was buried in the fresh grave 
on the night of August II. 

On Sunday, another suspect in 
the case, Avi Hen, 26, of Kiiyat Ata 
had his custody extended by eight 
day 5 . Police said they suspected him 
of taking Tubul to the place he was 
murdered. But yesterday. Hen was 
brought under heavy police guard 
to the court, where police said his 
investigation has ended, and he was 
released on bail of IS20.000. 


Ehrlich to seek EEC trade agreement

TEL AVIV. — Minister of 
Agriculture Simha Ehrlich is to 
leave today for Paris, first stop on a 
two-week tour of European 
capitals, to explain Israel's stand 
concerning Spain's joining the 
European Economic Community 
(EEC) and seek ,: ko 'agreement to 
protect Israel’s exports. 

The EEC s to begin negotiations 
with Spain this coming January. 
Ministers of the EEC countries are 
to meet at the beginning of next 
month to decide on their postion 
regarding Spanish membership. 

Israel' and Spain both export 


similar produce, such as citrus and 
vegetables, to the EEC countries 
during the winter months. Israel 
fears that if Spain is accepted to the 
EEC and receives special al- 
lowances, then Israel will no longer 
be able to compete with it on equal 
terms. 


•Ehrlich, is. expected to .demand 
from the Europeans that Israel’s 
agriculture be recognized as coming 
from a free trade zone, and thus be 
exempt from European taxes. He 
also intends to propose that a high 
Jevel Israel-EEC committee be es- 
tablished to reach such an agree- 
ment.

Polish premier, primate 
meet Solidarity leader 


WARSAW. — Poland's three most 
powerful men met here yesterday 
evening in an unprecedented 
domestic summit and discussed 
troubles confronting the nation, the 
Polish news agency PAP reported. 

Polish premier and Communist 
leader General Wojciech 
Janizelslci, Solidarity union chief 
Lech Walesa and Roman Catholic 
primate Archbishop Jozef Giemp 
opened the session shortly after 5 
p.m. 


The three leaders met behind the 
locked iron gates of a special 
government hotel reserved for 
special guests and guarded by crack 
security troops. 


Walesa came to the meeting from 
Gdansk, where he left behind an 
angry meeting of the independent 
union's national commission which 
resolved to stay in session until he 
returned. 

The commission was told that 
Walesa would meet Jaruzelski and 
Archbishop Giemp, to forge what 
could become a unique coalition 
between the country's three major 
forces. 

The commission had refused 
Walesa's appeal to order all strikers 
back to work and instead approved 
a resolution calling on the govern- 
ment to open immediate talks with 
the union on all outstanding local

The youngest Aguda MK,.

Histadrut goes on offensive 
against sexism in hiring

TEL AVIV. — Discrimination 
against women seeking jobs has 
reached worrisome proportions, ac- 
cording to Aliza T amir, 
chairwoman of the HistadruC's 
department for women employees. 
She has urged Labour Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira to hasten 
implementation of the Equal Op- 
portunity Law passed last May. 

The Histadrut Is investigating com- 
plaints that Egged refuses to hire 
women bus drivers, Tamir said. Dan 
hires them, but usually fires them 
before giving them tenure. Two rare 
exceptions occurred in the cases of 
women whose first names are Yona 
and Siznba, which Dan’s computer 
assumed were men, she added. 

Tamir said women in Israel in 
almost every field do not receive 
equal pay for equal work, despite 
the Equal Pay Law of 1964. As one 
of the many examples, she cited the 


case of an El Al worker who for the 
past few years has been managing a 
department. Bui the head office 
refuses to make the appointment of- 
ficial and pay her accordingly. 

In a letter 10 Abuhatzeira. Tamir 
urged him (o meet w/th a delegation 
from her department as soon as pos- 
sible to discuss ways to enforce the 
Equal Opportunity Law. which 
provides for special inspectors and a 
public committee to monitor 
employment practices. 

But Zohar Karti, head of the 
women’s rights division in the 
Labour Ministry, said that the law. 
which takes effect in January, deals 
only with hiring and equality in 
advertising for jobs. Without ad- 
dressing all spheres of women's 
employment, the law is flawed and 
will have “no teeth” in many impor- 
tant aspects of women's lives. She 
added that the ministry is now- 
organizing to enforce the law as far 
as possible.

Judge David Aisenson will also pass 
sentence. 

Last week, Zakaria was convicted 
of conspiracy to sell cocaine and of 
participating in the dismemberment 
of the Ruvens’ bodies to dispose of 
them. The remains were found the 
next day stuffed in trash bins in the 
San Fernando valley. 

Meanwhile, a separate jury con- 
tinued to deliberate the case of co- 
defendant Yehuda Avital, 28. Dur- 
ing the seven-month trial, 
prosecutors claimed the two defen- 
dants were members of the loosely- 
knit criminal element known as the 
“Israeli mafia,’’ and argued the 
Ruvens were slain in a dispute over 
their cocaine business. 


A third Israeli, Eli Komerchero. 
29, who was present when the 
Ruvens were killed was allowed to 
plead guilty to manslaughter in ex- 
change for his testimony against 
Zakaria and Avital. 

Mordechai and Nissim Ruven, 
brothers of the slain Eli Ruven. 
were arrested last August in Tel 
Aviv on suspicion of killing another 
Israeli underworld figure in retalia- 
tion for the Los Angeles deaths.

Sewage to be diverted 
from Kinneret soon

TEL AVIV. — The flow of Tiberias 
sewage into the Kinneret will be 
stopped in another 14 days instead 
of about 70 days as originally plan- 
ned, Meir Ben-Meir. the director- 
general of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, told a press conference 
at Beit Sokolov here yesterday. 

Ben-Meir called the conference 
“to stop the public wave of panic,” 
which he claimed was baseless. 

H e denied reports that the waters 
of the Kinneret were carrying solid 
wastes and sewage which could 
cause polio, and that the high level 
of chlorine disinfectant being used 
was carcinogenic. The sewage from 
Tiberias is first purified before it is 
emptied into the Kinneret. and the 
amount of chlorine in the water at 
most had reached 40 parts per bil- 
lion (ppb), he said. According to in- 
ternational standards a level of 100 
or more ppb was regarded as 
dangerous. 

Ben-Meir said that the flow of the 
Tiberias sewage into the Kinneret 


will stop in 14 days instead of 70 as 
planned because Mekorot was un- 
der pressure to speed up repair of 
the salt water canal, which is used 
by the Tiberias municipality and 
several settlements to convey 
sewage water to the Jordan River.- 
.Since the start of repair work both 
water from saline streams and the 
sewage have been flowing into the 
lake. 

Mekorot wanted to coat the ce- 
ment canal with an epoxy cement to 
increase its durability. Ben-Meir 
said he feared that without the 
epoxy coating the canal would have 
to be overhauled again in a few 
years. 

A high level committee of ex- 
perts, which met in Tel Aviv on 
Tuesday advised that IS800m. be in- 
vested in the next tour years to 
reduce the level of contaminants in 
the Kinneret. 

The committee slated that the 
contamination is being caused by 
the flow of agricultural industrial 
wastes from settlements in the 
North and by fish ponds in the north 
near the Jordan River. 




Big undercover operation nets little fish 


A Jerusalem magistrate yesterday 
extended the remand of 10 persons 
being held on suspicion of possess- 
ing and using small amounts of 
hashish, who were arrested T uesd ay- 
night after a year-long surveiltance 
operation by an undercover 
policeman. 

At the remand hearing a police 
representative told the court that 
the suspects had been involved with 
hashish for almost a year before 
their arrest, but the police had 
chosen not to arrest them in order 
to enable an undercover agent to 
work among them and accumulate 
evidence. 

The attorney for one of the 
suspects — whose father is a public 
figure aqd whose name was barred 
from publication — claimed that 
the undercover agent was an agent 
provocateur who had smoked 
hashish himself and had .provided 
the 'attorney* 1 s £ lien t' with the drug. 

The attorney also argued that the 


agent — code-named “Doron" — 
had organized the drug party at 
which the suspects were arrested, 
including the purchase of the drug 
used, as well as many other drug 
deals. 

Noting that most of the suspects 
are alleged to have dealt in quan- 
tities of less than a few dozen grams 
of hashish the magistrate com- 
mented to the police that they had 
brought him “less than small fry." 


Nevertheless, the judge extended 
the suspects' remand for between 
three and 10 days. Five of those ar- 
rested are soldiers and were 
transferred to IDF custody; two 
suspects are minors and were 
banded over to juvenile authorities. 

A source in the Jerusalem police 
said yesterday that the results of the 
year-long undercover police effort 
did not justify, .the investment in it, 
particularly, J$1 nee no big drug 
dealers were caught.

The grants in question are special 
allocations provided for under arti- 
cle 48 of the latest coalition agree- 
ment, which earmarked 1S700 mil- 
lion for yeshivoi of aJJ iypes. girls' 
religious secondary schools, and 
Torah and culture foundations. 


Aloni said that the institutions 
have been receiving state grams of 
varying amounts for many years, 
but had never been inspected. 

The State Comptroller's Law 
provides for inspection of supported 
bodies like these, on the strength of 
a special decision by either the 
Knesset committee or (he 
Comptroller. 

Comptroller Yitzhak Nebeozahl 
commented in the committee that 
during the past years ‘Slate grants 
had not, generally, been large. 


Court workers hold nationwide strike 


Work in courts throughout the 
country was seriously hampered 
yesterday, first day of the court 
employees’ strike for higher pay. 

Only essential clerical work, such 
as issuing remand orders, was car- 
ried out by a small number of 
Workers who were issued with back 
to work orders. Bui trials were 
heard in all courts in the country, as 
the files had been prepared, ahead- 
On Tuesday, Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim met with the court 
workers' national committee, after 


negotiations at a lower level broke 
down. But the minister also refused 
to accede to their pay demands and 
the workers have gone on a 
prolonged “vacation.” 

In Haifa, many of the employees 
gathered outside the courts waving 
their pay dips. They aid that the

takes home only IS4.800. Other pay 
slips showed court workers take 
home between IS2.300 and IS3.500 
a month.

More Soviet ships near I ^ ^ eas ^ ^ hurt 


submarine off Sweden 


in Frankfurt riots 


KARLSKRONA, Sweden. — Fast- 
moving Soviet vessels swarmed 
towards Swedish waters at dawn 
yesterday, shortly before a Swedish 
naval officer boarded the Russian 
submarine that ran aground in a 
Swedish military zone over a week 
ago. 

Two Russian destroyers, four tug 
boats and a submarine recovery ves- 
sel already standing by maintained 
their watch of the area and held in- 
termittent radio contact with the 

submarine. 

Commander Karl Anderssen, in- 
vestigating why the vessel trespas- 
sed 32 km. into Swedish waters, 
boarded it twice with an interpreter 
yesterday. 

Submarine captain Lieutenant- 
Commander Pyotr Gush in had 
agreed to the visits, the first of 
which lasted about one hour and the 
second several minutes, the official 
said. 


Gushin is refusing to leave his 
ship -for further interrogation, and 
Swedish officals called "unlikely'? 
his claim that a "mistake in naviga- 
tion dne to faulty equipment and 
fog” caused him to run aground 
eight nights ago. 

The Swedish government has said 
the sub and its crew of about 56 will 
not be released until it receives a 
satisfactory explanation for the 
violation of Swedish waters. 
Swedish officials contend that the 
ship was fitted with intefiigence- 
galhering equipment for spy mis- 
sions, and that it could have made 
its way through islands to the area 
where it ran aground only by skilled 
maneuvering. 

In Moscow, meanwhile. Tass 
acknowledged the incident publicly 
for the first time, saying that Sub- 
marine 137 had lost its way due to a 
malfunction of navigational instru- 
ments. 


FRANKFURT (AP). — At least 13 
people were injured, in riots, bomb 
blasts and nightlong battles between 
police and squatters who were 
evicted from a tent village built to 
block construction of a runway at 
Frankfurt’s international airport. 

Police said a bomb exploded ear- 
ly yesterday morning during rush 
hour traffic in a kiosk in Frankfurt’s 
main subway station. Police said 
one woman was slightly injured by 
flying glass. 

Most other people injured and- 
treated in several hospitals were vic- 
tims of street battles with riot police 
on Tuesday, during a night of unrest 
which lasted into the early hours of 
yesterday. . _ 

The protests followed the surprise 

eviction on Monday of several 
hundred squatters occupying a tent 
village they built on the outskirts of 
the city, where authorities plan to 
build a new runway.

— The state. of South 
Australia yesterday handed a huge 
tract of land over to an Aborigine 
tribe, descendants of the area's 
original inhabitants.

two centuries of white settlement. 


In a ceremony at the remote sel- 
tlement of Itjinpiri, South 
Australian Premier David Tonkin 
gave leaders of the Pitjantjatiara 
people a certificate granting them 
inalienable freehold title to an area 
of 103,000 square kilometres, a 
tenth of the state. 


The desert area in the northwest 
of South Australia — equal in size 
to Austria and Hungary combined 
— contains an opal field and most 
of the Officer river basin which is 
thought to be potentially rich in 
minerals. 


The ceremony followed the first 
land rights agreement of its kind 
signed in Australia. Restoration of 


Mining companies will now have 
to negotiate with the Pitjantjarjara 
on conditions for entering the area. 
Any disputes will be settled by an 
independent tribunal, charged with 
protecting Aboriginal wishes and 
culture. 


Fierce battle reported in Afghanistan 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan (AP). — • 
Heavy fighting has again erupted 
around Kandahar, Afghanistan's 
second largest city which twice has 
been nearly overrun by anti-Soviet 
resistance fighters, Afghan sources 
said yesterday. 


More than 50 civilians were 
feared kilted and some 120 
wounded in Soviet bombing, they 
said. 


Soviet losses were put higher. In 
one case rebels,, executed seven 
Soviet soldiers whft had sought' 
refuge in a mosque, a spokesman of 
the Jamiat Ulema insurgent group 
reported. 


Quoting eyewitness accounts, the 
sources said Soviet ground and air 
forces bombed parts of the city and 
nearby villages from October 24-29 
following the defection of an 
Afghan army air. defence unit at 
Now-Deh, about six kilometres west 
of Kandahar. 

Kandahar, a city of 237,000 and a 
once-thriving market town, has 
been die scene at unrest since the 
summer of 1980. Last April, and 
again in September, insurgents oc- 
cupied most of the city with the ex- 
ception of the g^rrispri.and some 
government buildings until driven 
out by the threat of heavy bombard- 
ment. 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). -- 
Vietnamese-born Charles Sobraj 
was committed for trial at Varanasi 
(Benares) yesterday accused of 
drugging and murdering an Israeli 
tourist in 1976. 

Accused with him was Marie 
Andre Leclerc of Quebec, Canada, 
the Press Trust of India ’reported. 

Sobraj, 37, was remanded in 
custody to appear before the ses- 
sions court tomorrow, but Leclerc 
was allowed bail. 

The prosecution said that Sobraj, 
Leclerc and Israeli tourist Alan 
Jacob were staying at a Varanasi 
hotel where Jacob died of poisoning 
five years ago. 

Sobraj, who is also wanted in 
Thailand, Nepal and a number of 
other Asian countries on suspicion 
of murdering more than 12 people, 
was brought to Varanasi under 
heavy guard last month after com- 
pleting a five-year terra in Delhi's 
Tihar Jail for drugging and robbing 
a group of French tourists in 1976.

Hitch in countdown clock 


postpones Columbia launch 


CAPE CANAVERAL. — The se- 
cond launch of the space shuttle 
Columbia was scrubbed yesterday 
after launch computers' twice stop- 
ped the countdown. 

The clock : first stopped with nine 
minutes remaining until launch 
because of a pressure problem in its 
giant liquid fuel tank. It halted again 
with just 31 seconds left 

Another launch' attempt will not 
come until tomorrow, at the 
earliest 

Columbia, filled with half-a- 
million gallons of votatile fuel, 
entered its- “terminal countdown" 
flawlessly as excitement mounted 
here for the ship's never-before ac- 
complished return trip to space. 

Astronauts Joe Engle and 


Richard Truly were, strapped at in 
their cockpit seats, ready to fly, 
when the dock stopped. at 0(00:31. 
It was 7:48 &m. local time. 

“We were not able to restart the. 
countdown clock," Control 
spokesman Hugh Harris said. "We 
do not know why." The clock, like 
Columbia itself, is controlled by 
computers, it automatically com- 
- mands a shutdown if it senses, any 
malfunction. 

A last-minute problem also halted 
the first attempt to launch Colum- 
bia on her maiden mission last April 
10. The problem then was with com- 
munications between computers. It 
was fixed quickly and the ship 
launched two days late. (Reuter, 
AP) 


Vietnam exporting workers 


to Soviet Bloc countries 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI). — 
Vietnam is sending tens of thou- 
sands of “guest workers” to the 
labour-hungry Soviet Bloc in an at- 
tempt to ease the staggering burden 
of its foreign debt, Western 
diplomats said yesterday. 

The diplomats said Vietnam's 
five-year economic plan (198 1-1986) 
provides for the dispatch of more 
than 100,000 Vietnamese writers \io 
the Soviet Union and Eastern 
Europe. An estimated 50,000 Viet- 
namese labourers are already work- 
ing in factories in the Soviet Union, 
Bulgaria and East Germany. 

The diplomats dismissed as 
"ridiculous” refugee reports that 
the workers were political dissidents 
or former re-education camp in- 
mates being sent to do forced 
labour in the Soviet Union. "You 
don't send potential troublemakers 
to work in friendly countries," said 
one diplomat. "Some of the workers 
are going to Siberia, but Siberia is 


not just one big Gulag — there are 
major industrial projects there, 
too." • 

“Eastern Europe needs labour 
and the Vietnamese -have an 
unemployment problem," said 
another diplomat, noting that most 
of the Vietnamese are semi-drilled 
labourers who are being- used as 
“factory fodder."

Diplomats said Hanoi’s main incen- 
tive for the export of labour was Its 
S3 billion foreign debt, including 
some SI.

PARIS (AP). — Former Central 
African emperor Jean Bedel Bokas- 
sa said yesterday he considers, 
himself French and hopes a Paris 
court will restore his nationality. 

"For me, it's a matter of pride." 
Bokassa said in a telephone inter- 
view with the French television 
network TF-1 from his exile in the 
Ivory Coast. 

Bokassa has lived in the Ivory 
Coast since a French-backed coup 


toppled his 14-year regime in 
September, 1979 amid allegations 
the self-styled emperor had par- 
. ticipated in the massacre of 
schoolchildren. 

The 60-year-old Bokassa flew to 
France after his overthrow, but the 
government refused to let him dis- 
embark and contended he was not a 
French citizen. A French court is to 
decide on December 11 on a suit he 
filed seeking French citizenship.

Despite heavy propaganda by the 
Iranian government-controlled 
media, yesterday's turnout of 
several hundred students and school 
children was tepid by Iranian stan- 
dards. according to the residents. 


ROME (Reuter). — , Rome’s 
Moslem community yesterday 
warmly greeted the final approval of 
plans to build the city’s first mosque 
after eight years of controversy. 

Rome city council gave its con- 
sent on Tuesday for the building of 
the mosque on a large plot of park 
area in north Rome. 


“This is a reward for our Moslem 
patience after so many setbacks," 
Prince Amini, secretary of Rome's 
Islamic Centre, said. “We think this 
means ail the obstacles are over.” 
The mosque, the first ever in the 
spiritual capital of Roman 
Catholicism which houses more 
than 500 churches, will be. the 
centre of worship for some 50,000 
Moslems.

THE EARLY splendours drew 
crowds for 600 years, from the third 
to the sixth century, 
notwithstanding the geopolitical ups 
and downs of the timesy-Prof. EX. .

■ - For the distant reader who has 
never seen this beautiful and 
strategic valley, I am afraid that it is 
a meaningless abstraction that the

Yarmuk River,” and that the Yar- 
muk, the largest tributary of the 
Jordan, once formed the boundary 
between ancient Gilead (later pan 
of Trans-Jordan) and ancient 
Bashan 0 ale r part of French- 
Mandated Syria). The surrounding 
area has been littered with corpses 
since history began. One of the local 
rebels against the Egyptian Pharaoh

Kautaji named his force (he “Army 
of the Yarmuk.” 

NOW WE CAN return to our al- 
ligators, though even with this 
media delight we run a great risk of 
telling the carefree picnicker much 
more about alligators than he ever 
dreamed of asking. It was 
nevertheless with a sharp pang of 
disappointment that I failed to find 
even a single sign giving even the 
the tiniest hint of what is an al- 
ligator. We were quite a motley . 
crowd, trudging crocodile-line 
atongJtheJuQgle-like passageways, 
trying to keep up with the minister, 
and I might have missed something, 
but I don’t think I did. 

We are certainly entitled to ask 
why alligators, and not crocodiles. 
Those at least were once native 


here, as witness the Crocodile River 
(Nahal ffeuaninimf on the coastal 
plain, and crocodiles were once 
plentiful in the Nile, whereas the al- 
ligator, like all good things, comes 
from America. 

The two are often ■ confused, 
which is the least of most 
peoples' worries. The Hamat Gader 
attraction is called Park Hatanmim, 
which sounds like crocodiles. Some 
dictionaries give ” timsah ” for both 
crocodiles and alligators, and 1 have 
onie that calls the alligator a 'tim- 
sah Amerikani." while alligaiorim 
have also crept into Hebrew. In any 
event, it hardly fits the atmosphere 
of the “health spa” that long-range 
development plans call for. Large 
picnic areas for large families with 
transistors should not be too close 
to those seeking healthful tranquil- 
lity, not to mention the fact that the 
male alligator's mating call has been 
described as “an intermittent bel- 
low that may be heard for con- 
siderable distances.” (The arrows 
urging one on through the al- 
ligatorium reminded me of the old 
P.T. Barnura sign, “This Way to the 
Egress.”) 


HOW WILL the reptile adventure 
unfold? Will the carcasses of the 
deceased be fed to the survivors? Or 
processed into dog food? Will the 
hides be sold to the handbag in- 
dustry, a spinoff 1 believe is now 
Rrojrifytjcd hy^w. in. America? Will 
the Tittle eggs (white, oval, witlf a 
thick calcareous shell) get out into 
the Kinncret, as some scientists 
fear? I would not mind if they would 
attack only water skiers, but it is too 
much to expect such beneficial 


selectivity. 

Should such encounters occur 
some day, and should it be 
important to know whether it is 
really an alligator you are facing, 
and not some mysteriously mislaid 
crocodile, you will have to get the 
creature's mouth open and check 
whether the fourth tooth of the 
lower jaw fits into a pit in the upper 
jaw, in which case it will be an al- 
ligator, and not a crocodile, whose 
fourth lower tooth fits into a notch 
in the side of the upper jaw. There 
are other distinctions, such os the 
jagged fringe on the hind legs of the 
crocodile, absent in the alligator; 
but this is probably enough .for our 
purposes. 

Representatives of the Govern- 
ment Tourism Corporation are, 
happily, giving thought, about how 
best to bring life back to the 
beautiful Roman baths. (Friends 
who visited Hamat Gader the day 
after the press tour naturally got to 
the alligators, but didn't even know 
about the area with the new 
excavations.) One or two might be 
filled with water, of course; but 
without a few resident alligators, the 
really big crowds are not going to be 
drawn to the archeology. A little 
lively literature would certainly 
help. (No early writings on the hot 
springs — not Epipbamus. not An* 
tonius Martyr or Euoapius — men- 
tion crocodiles as* part of any 
Roman bread-and-circuses in the 
area.) 

Much history, and till now* hardly 
an alligator, has swept down the 
Yarmuk. We probably had an all- 
Lirae first during the minister's tour 
when an irate visitor burst into the 
press-conference complaining that, 
with an entrance fee of 1S40, the 
least that could be expected might 
be a clotheshanger. 

1 have also heard complaints that 
insufficient thought has been given 
to the needs of the handicapped, 
and certainly the real money is in 
the European-health-spa depart- 
ment. The kibbutz management 
.went to America, by the way. to 
learn how to take in the money in 
the most efficient way, so that you 
now no longer pay at the top of the 
hill, but at air-conditioned little 
boxes down below. But America, 
with all its admirable know-how, 
has no health-spa tradition. 

Little information was forthcom- 
ing on the medical qualities of the 
waters, which smeD impressively 
sulphurous and are said to be 
radioactive. It is hard to believe that 
this might be out of deference to the 
competitive Tiberias springs: the 
more talk about springs in this area, 
the better. 

While perfect for mass picnics. 
] this was — geopolitical^ — not yet 
1 the time to develop overseas health 
tourism, one kibbutz member sug- 
gested. True; but this might be just 
the time to put the mosque back 
into operation, in the spirit of Zc’ev 
Sapir and Suleimin Bek.

ISRAEL’S CONTRIBUTION to 
making computers accessible tothe 
blind Will be exhibited in Haifa to- 
day, al a convention on computer 
appli rations for the disabled. It is a 
Braille computer terminal output 
which displays one Braille character 
at a time. ■ - ' 

' Yitzhak Einbary. director of the 
Centre for Technology for the B find 
at the Centre . for Educational 
Technology ! in Tel Aviv, explained 
the difference between tbs' Braille 
output and those manufactured 
abroad.. \ . 

. “In other countries, -they have 
developed displays which produce a 
whole fine of; Braille at one time, 
which. the blind person, using £otb 
hands, can read the way. he reads a. 
line. on' paper. This kind of display is 
extremely expensive to develop, 
and some .of the processes are 
patented abroad.. We decided to 
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develop a display which shows one 
character at a time. The blind user 
can then go on to the next character 
by moving the carriage manually, or 
setting automatic controls which 
will move it at the desired speed.” 

The device, still in the prototype 
stage, seems slow and awkward. 
One bhnd girl who reads 250 words 
a minute (on paper) with both 
hands, and 150 words using one 
hand,, can only read 30 words a 
minute with this computer display 
when she moves the carriage 
manually, and about double that 
□umber whed she sets the controls 
for automatic movement of the car- 
riage. 

. However, there are two points to 
be remembered. One is that even 
slow reading is better than no 
.reading' if it opens new job oppor- 
tunities for blind individuals. For 
example, it’s more important for a 
computer programmer to read ac- 
curately, and to remember the 
groups of symbols read, than to read 
quickly. 

The second important fact is that 
the one-character-at-a-time display 
may have advantages for Wind in- 



dividuals whose jobs involve 
automated word processing. In 
order to make corrections, you have 
to be able to tell the computer ex- 
■actly where you want the correc- 
tions to start. This is impossible for 
a blind person to do when the entire 
line is displayed. If characters are 
read one at a time, however, the 
blind person can stop the machine 
when the mistake is found, and 
press the button which tells the 
computer “start correcting here.”

•visually impaired, this time for those 
with some sight, is a closed-circuit 
TV which magnifies written 
material far more than is possible 
with a magnifying glass. This 
enables many persons with some vi- 
sion to read conventional written 
materials. Until now, this equip- 
ment has been imported (at S2.000 a 
unit). It uses a TV camera mounted*, 
on a table and movable in all four 
directions. It is hoped the Israeli ex- 
periments will lead to a device 
which will cost about SI ,000. 

Einbary and his staff are ex- 
perimenting with a handheld 
camera which the user will guide 
across the line of print “There are 
tiny TV cameras which can be held 
between two fingers, and are used 
for military purposes,” Einbary 
said. “The Japanese have an- 
nounced that they’re about to 
develop such cameras for commer- 
cial use; this is the wave of the 
future, and seems most suitable for 
us.” 


ANOTHER OF the centre's pro- 
jects has been delayed because the 
required Braille printer never ar- 


rived from abroad. It is a plan to 
transcribe books into Braille by 
computer directly from tbe 
publishers* computet tapes. This 
will make more material available 
to the blind, and more quickly, than 
is possible with the traditional 
system of transcribing manually 
each letter of printed text into Brail- 
le. 

Like all computer terminals, this 
one has a keyboard similar to that of 
a standard typewriter. The dif- 
ference, however, is that the com- 
puter can be instructed to “say” 
each letter typed as well as to dis- 
play it on the regular TV screen and 
in Braille. This audio feature can be 
important in teaching typing to 
blind individuals, and in the work of 
blind computer programmers who 
must be certain that every symbol 
they type into the computer is ac- 
curate. 

The machine (audio and Braille) 
can work in both Hebrew and 
English. 

All the above projects, and many 
others on behalf of the blind in 
Israel, are supported by the 
Rothschild Foundation.

ONE EVENING covering 400 years 
of music on a specific subject of 
course can only give glimpses of 
various trends, schools and 
backgrounds. As for contrasts and 
variety, the selections here provided 
ample opportunity to acknowledge 
the close ‘ affinity of certain com- 
posers to their surroundings, as well 
as the wide range of “Jewish" ex- 
pression of others. 

The choir excelled in velvety mel- 
low sonorities. The several soloists 
in occasional soli provided welcome 
interest: pleasant voices — in par- 
ticular Meir Mumblat in two items 
— added their individual colours to 
the choir's highly polished sound. 

The psalm set to music by “guest 
composer” Johann Pachelbel, sung 
by a double choir, seemed an odd 
item to include, the only one by a 
non -Jewish composer. Particularly 
interesting was the dynamic Hdmav- 
dil based on Sephardi motifs, by Oe- 
doen Partos. Aharon Harlap'£ 
Jephlha's Daughter, with Meir 
Rimon on French Horn, made a 
very strong impression. Kurt Weill's 
unique composition, Kiddush with 
blue notes added a different dimen- 
sion to “Jewishness.” Hassidic 
tunes, hazanut and fokloristic songs 
rounded off the offerings. The final 
Jerusalem of Gold seemed quite 
fast in tempo, bereft of any senti- 
ment in or association with the 
fateful days before the Six Day War. 

' The choir's somewhat sombre at- 
tire — the different sections in ail 
black or white or a combination of 
the two — gave the proceedings an 
all too serious ambiance.

THIS RECITAL had two unrelated 
parts — the first open to severe 
reservation and criticism, the other 
answering all expectations. 

Though Haydn's first movement 
is surprisingly romantic in mood, it 
is neither pathetic nor as immensely 
pro f oun'ef a^ ‘BeVnian' t'ri cd to make 
it. His exaggerated, tendentious and 
manneristic performance, also 
lacked continuity of line. Emphasis 
on details was clearly to the detri- 
ment of flow. 

Beethoven's magnificent 
“Eroica” did not have the an- 
ticipated impact. Berman was not 
able to attend 1 to the work's 
provi^atory virtuosity or its 
monumental grandeur. His perfor- 
mance sounded severely strained, 
lacking variety of mood and expres- 
sion; it often bordered, in sound and 
touch, on aggressiveness. 

How different he was in The se- 
cond part, as he made one fee I 
every phrase, every sound and tone 
in the Scriabin. Strong emphasis on 
detail created a mosaic of colours 
and a palette of sound imageries.

TEL AVIV. — If Israel has an in- 
dustrial ‘Vinner" — and it has one 
in electronics — it should. do 
everything passible to keep it 
flourishing, Elisha Shabmoon, 
managing director of Motorola 
(Israel) and vice-president of 
Motorola (International), told the 
press yesterday. He was reporting 
on a just-published survey of 27 
electronics firms. These firms con- 
stitute some 80 per cent oF the in- 
dustry, added Avroham Suhami, 
board chairman of Elscint, with the 
other firms working mainly for the 
defence industries. 

Shahmoon said the electronics in- 
dustry needed extensive govern- 
ment help in three main areas. One 
is the further development of 
markets abroad. Another is the 
training of manpower at the univer- 
sity. level. “We are afraid that firms 
will start "stealing' trained personnel 
from each other, thus forcing a 
general wage hike in the industry, 
which may result in our losing a 
competitive edge in exports." 

The third area concerns the 
return on foreign currency earnings. 
These should increase just as fast (if 
not faster) than the cost-of-living in- 
dex, so that profitability could be 
maintained, Shahmoon said, 

His plea was seconded by Moshe 
Shamir, bead of Vishay, who said 
“the choice facing Israel is a simple 
one: being a levantinized country in 
the Middle East, or a Western in- 
dustrial one.*' He also called for the 
government to pour more money 
into the training of skilled man- 
power. 

Shamir added that expanding 
work opportunities in technology 
here would help stop the brain drain 
of ambitious Israelis “who do very 
well abroad.'* It would help induce 
some yordim to return, and at the 
same time attract highly skilled im- 
migrants from abroad, especially 
from Russia. Also semi-skilled per- 
sonnel, such as girls to work on the 
assembly lines, were needed, but 
here he noted the situation was bet- 
ter. 

Although all three speakers men- ' 
tioned the need for government 
help in research and development, 
they put help in this field low on 
their scale of priorities. 

“Fifty per cent of our profits are 
plowed back into expanding our 
plants, but this is not enough," 
Shahmoon noted, adding that most 
of the remaining funds were raised 


in various ways. Government help' 
in expanding , the- - firms came to 
about 10 per cent “in all areas.” 
None of the speakers quoted ac- 
tual figures on! the profitability of 
the firms which look part in the sur- 
vey, pointing out that most of them: 
were privately owned and did not 
have to reveal these figures, . 


Asked if ' the future of the 
electronics. industry did not depend 
to a great extent on orders. from the 
defence industries, Shahmoon 
noted that' 50 per cent of all output 
was exported. In the period of the 
survey (1976 through 1980) the 
amount of. goods supplied to die 
defence industries dropped from 
34.7 per cent to 26.7 per cent. It was 
still dropping, he added. 

He went on to note that 4 per 
cent of the manpower in the in- 
dustry was professional or technical 
personnel, compared to a 9.8 per 
cent average in aU industry in Israel. 
The added value of the goods 
produced was 60 per cent, com- 
pared to 45 per cent for all other 
goods. About 7Q per cent of die 
know-how had been developed 
locally, compared to 58 per cent for 
all industry, 

Electronics was progressing much 
faster than other industries in 
employing manpower, he. said. 
Specifically, during the 1978-1980 
period, electronics firms' increased 
their manpower by 22.6 per cent, 
compared to only I per cent for in- 
dustry as a whole. Some 22,000' 


persons ate employed in 
electronics.' ’ Y- ... ' : • V,' 
“Eat&.worker in- oiir. fkld^tana- 
out goods valued at S2 1,000 a yehtV 
compared to an average of'$16,Q0Q" 
in other fields,” ‘ Shahmoon - said. 
Sahumi added that “the average 
output per worker in'Belgiam in all 
. fields' (including electronics) .was 
532,000,^ This^ means ^rhat-.tbe 
average Belgian turned out more 
goods than Israelis;- working -in 
electronics. He explained the. dif- 
ference as due . to the fact that 
Belgium concentrated on ar few 
areas of industrial production' 
mainly highly- specialized ones, 
while Israeli indijffltrialists tried to 
produce goods in every possible 
field, and not concentrate on any 
one. ‘ 






The . increase in productivity in 
electronics came to a cumulative 
figure of 12 per cent in toe 1978- 
1980 period, compared to a gain of 
7.9 per cent for all industry, and 
only 2.6 per cent in the economy as 
a whole. 

Some 15 per cent. of the man- 
power in electronics was engaged in 
R & D. The rate was rapidly rising, 
Shahmoon said, for 26 per cent of- 
all new workers in the .firms during 
the last three years (1978-80) were 
in R & D. 

He noted that the cost of 
marketing was rising. If marketing 
costs were 7.1 per' cent of sales in 
1978, they rose to 9.4 per cent in 
1980. 


Earnings turnaround at EIbi

TEL AVIV. — Elbit, Israel’s 
foremost computer manufacturer, 
announced yesterday that it had 
succeeded in wiping out a ilin. 
loss reported for the six months 
ending in September 1980. For the 
same period this year, the company 
now reports an unaudited profit of 
$59,000. 

In local currency the company 
achieved a six-month net profit of 
IS14.7m., compared with a loss .of 
IS2L7m. for the same period a year 
ago. 

The company’s * sales stood at 
S33.5ia, compared with S27.7m. a 
year ago. In terms of shekels the 
semi-annual sales were IS399.6m., 
compared with IS 132.4m. Net earn- 
ings per share were IS3.28, com- 


pared with last year's loss' of 1S0.74. 

Management attributes the earn- 
ings turnaround primarily fo - a 
lowering of the cost of sales arid, 
greater production efficiency. The 
losses of the past were mainly due to 
Elbit’s unsuccessful attempts to 
penetrate toe- civilian market with 
some of its computer line. 

A year ago toe company signed 
an agreement to supply toe German 
Nixdorf AG with computer 
mainframes. . Benjamin Pelect, 
Elbit’s president, told The Post that 
this deal is working out well. - ;

Specifically, they want a clear un-.

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Back to protectionism 


IT IS NOW almost exactly four years since the foreign currency 
liberalization, which was to usher in a new economic era — an era of 
free enterprise, unshackled by government intervention, was 
launched. There were to be no more subsidies, and there was to be no 
more propping up of tottering enterprises. In particular, there was to 
be freer trade, and free capital movement in and out of the country. 

It did not take long for liberalism to be taken out of the liberaliza- 
tion. First, a lid was put on capital movement into the country, for 
the movement of capital played havoc with monetary policy and 
swamped the country with relatively cheap cash from abroad. Capital 
outflows were naturally much more difficult to stem, so that net 
foreign investment shrank. 

Then, a new system of export subsidies was set up to replace the 
former direct incentives. It was in the form of cheap credits, that of- 
fered the greatest benefits to those who contributed to the least value 
added by their exports. 

To battle the rampaging inflation whipped up by the liberalization, 
its attendant massive devaluation, and ever-higher government spen- 
ding, the government sought — without much success — to expand 
price controls. 

Subsidies for basic foodstuffs and services, nearly eliminated by 
Yigael Hurvitz, were brought back, and are now heavier than ever 
before. And all the while, but particularly since the end or last year, 
there was money available for any ailing and failing enterprise, and 
gradual exemption from taxes, for all those who managed to make a 
profit. 

In short, the economy has come full circle. If any difference is per- 
ceptible between the liberal era that was to be and the regime 
which (in the words of industry and Trade Minister Gideon Patt 
in the Knesset in 1977) left "scorched earth" behind it, it is that the 
system has become less liberal in the past four years. 

In all these retreats from so-called liberalism Mr. Patt has played 
an active role. He has been particularly active in pushing through all 
possible support and benefit, in cash and in kind, for his chief con- 
stituents, the industrialists. No wonder that they have, as he said in a 
radio interview yesterday, sent him a letter of appreciation. 

Liberal economic philosophy, says Mr. Patt, must be applied with 
common sense and with a social conscience. So indeed it must — but 
the same is true for any other economic philosophy, and this cannot 
serve as a justification for Mr. Patt’s latest foray into protectionist 
import policies. ' 

Mr. Patt, it is only fair to say, has not just now declared war upon 
cheap imports. Ever since he took up his present post, early in 1979, 
he has looked askance at competitive imports. At times he ^rgued 
that they pulled up the prices of domestic products, establishing a 
price level determined by snob appeal. At other times he wanted to. 
protect the Israeli consumer from shoddy goods coming from 
abroad. Throughout, he was for preferring the home-made product. 

The minister’s latest battle is against goods imported from coun- 
tries with which we have no trade agreements, and in some cases no 
diplomatic relations either. He is especially incensed at imports of 
cotton yam from Brazil and Portugal, which are said to be sold at 
prices below those of the cotton from which they are made. He also 
wants to protect us against cheap fabrics and apparel_ coming from 
the Far East, and against food preserves from Bulgaria. * 

All these competitive imports are a negligible fraction of bur im- 
ports of final consumer goods — ■ which, in turn, are only a small frac- 
tion of our total imports. Mr. Patt admits that this may be so, but 
argues that these imports may wipe out whole industries — notably 
cotton spinneries — and throw people out of work in localities where 
no alternative employment exists or can be quickly generated. 

These, however, are industries known for over a decade to be 
ailing. They should long ago, and gradually, have been weeded out. 
Instead, they have been repeatedly bailed out — not least, indeed 
most energetically, by the present "liberal* 1 regime, and for the mo- 
ment by the "liberal” Mr. Patt. , 

The restoration of crude protectionism, through exorbitant tariff 
ratfes and administrative import restrictions, is moreover'a two-edged 
sword. For it may not take long for other countries to discover that 
Israel, too, exports its wares at prices below those charged in the 
domestic market, and subsidizes them in a dozen different ways. 
Then, in the absence of trade agreements, those other countries may 
retaliate and curb imports from Israel. 

Of all the steps taken to dismantle the liberalization of four years 
ago. the reversion to protectionism is the most dangerous. In the final 
analysis it protects not industry but the complacency and inefficiency 
of monopolies, not consumer welfare but comfortable profits, not 
productive employment but disguised unemployment. 


Throttling the Green Patrol 


"ISRAEL has enough enemies. We don't have to create more of 
them with our own hands.” 

This used to be argued by some opposition spokesmen, and by cer- 
tain newspapers whose typewriters supposedly “drip poison." But 
this week, on Tuesday to be exact, it was stated as a matter of course 
by none other than the deputy prime minister, Simha Ehrlich, in his 
capacity as agriculture minister. The specific reference was familiar, 
too: .the Green Patrol's treatment of the loyal Beduin in the Negev. 

The Human Rights Association went to Mr. Ehrlich on behalf of 
Beduin whose goat herds, alleged by some to be. a threat to the area’s 
vegetation, are regularly confiscated and summarily destroyed by the 
Green Patrol at times with scam regard for legal procedures. 

Mr. Ehrlich informed the delegation that he had already issued in- 
structions to the Green Patrol to “moderate" its Beduin-conlrol 
■practices. He also said the government might review a 1950 law 
limiting the grazing of goats by Negev Beduin. 

More power to the agriculture minister he will need every ounce 
of it. Indeed at the very time Mr. Ehrlich was giving these assurances 
a group of Negev Beduin were demonstrating outside the Knesset to 
protest what they described as Green Patrol harassment, in an effort 
to pressure them into relocating from their present (and traditional) 
area of habitation, near Kibbutz Mashabei Sadeh, to an urban settle- 
ment near Beersheba. 

The Beduin claims were promptly denied by the Green Patrol. The 
denial itself should be given due weight: not all Beduin charges 
against the authorities have always proved to be the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth. But past experience has shown them to contain 
enough truth to warrant the closest attention. 

Southern Israel is a relatively large and largely uninhabited area. 
But what with the army's massive move into it from Sinai, land, 
especially cultivable land, is already at a premium. The Beduin or the 
Negev, used as they are to freely roam its wflds, will have to adjust to 
the ways of modernity. But they must not be coerced into it by means 
that reek of illegality and injustice. 

i Mr. Ehrlich has shown that he will confront the subject with more 
wisdom than did his predecessor.

SAUDI TEACE’ 


ZALMAN SHOVAL outlines a number of ominous 
developments he sees occurring in the Middle East and in U.S. ■ 
policy towards the region. 


IT NOW SEEMS certain that the 
main dilemma facing Israel on the 
diplomatic front in the foreseeable 
future will be Prince Fahd’s so- 
called "peace plan." 

It was clear from the outset that 
this initiative was- not simply a 
haphazard, uncoordinated effort on 
the part of the desert prince. 
Indeed, in the light of last week's 
AWACS vote in the U.S. Senate, 
one cannot escape the conclusion 
that somp U.S. — and certainly 
most European — policymakers 
view the plan as an acceptable, even 
preferable, alternative to Camp 
David. 

In any event, the publicity ac- 
corded the Saudi plan was un- 
precedented. Time magazine, for 
example, immediately and 
enthusiastically endorsed the plan 
— erroneously headlining their 
story: "Crown Prince Fahd Speaks 
of Israel’s right ‘To Live in Peace','* 
though in fact the word "Israel" ap- 
peared in. Fahd's plan only in con- 
nection with the demand that the 
U.S. stop its "unlimited" aid to the 
Jewish state. 

In addition to the press, however, 
there were carefully orchestrated 
pronouncements by various 
diplomats who would never have 
gone out on a limb on such a 
delicate matter without some sort of 
official blessing. 

The former U.S. ambassador to 
Damascus, Talcott Seelye, for ex- 
ample, stated "that the Camp David 
peace process would probably run 
out of steam by next summer" and 
that it could be replaced by the 
Saudi plan — adding that the 
Reagan Administration would soon 
be "looking for a new framework 
which takes into greater account 
the legitimate Palestinian 
aspirations.” 

Nor can one but interpret 
Washington's failure to appoint a 
senior representative to the 
autonomy talks as anything but dis- 
enchantment on Its part with the en- 
tire Camp David process. 


rr IS EVIDENT that from Israeli 
point of view, the Saudi plan is in- 
comparably worse than, for exam- 
ple, the Rogers Plan of the early 
'70s, which at the time was roundly 
condemned by almost all Israelis. 

Whereas the Rogers Plan did 
agree that some alterations in 
Israel's eastern frontier were neces- 
sary, the Saudi proposal calls for 
withdrawal from "all the Arab ter- 
ritory occupied in 1967." And while 
no mention was made in the 
previous plan of a Palestinian state, 
Israel is now expected to agree to 
just that. 

Nothing, of course, is now said 
about UN Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242. which did couple the call 


for withdrawal from "occupied ter- 
ritories" with Israel's need for 
secure boundaries. 

Particularly significant . is the 
point in the Saudi plan which, in ef- 
fect, affirms the "right" of Palesti- 
nian refugees to “repatriation*’ — 
that is, not only of Six Day War 
refugees to the "occupied ter- 
ritories" but also the repatriation of 
all other Arabs from what used to 
be Mandatory Palestine to return to 
Israel west of the Green Line. 

In return for all this, the plan 
emphasizes "the right of the states 
of the region, to live in peace" 
(without expressly naming Israel, of 
course). 

I believe it was Art Buchwald 
who not long ago pointed out that 
terms like “moderation" and “ex- 
fremism” are wholly, in- 
terchangeable when policy con- 
siderations require such flexibility. 
A rabidly anti-Israel and basically 
corrupt and anti-democratic Saudi 
regime is thus termed “moderate'* 
by U.S. official spokesmen. Indeed, 
President Reagan goes so far as to 
claim that the supply of the 
AWACS to the Saudis was impor- 
tant to Israel’s security. 
HOWEVER, it is not the military 
implications that are under discus- 
sion here, but the political implica- 
tions, and in this context the follow- 
ing points should be stressed: 

Firstly, * “strategic cooperation" 
and proclamations of “moral 
responsibility to the survival of 
Israel" notwithstanding, the U.S. 
will pursue whatever policy it 
perceives at the moment to be in its 
best interests — even if it endangers 
the security of Israel. (There is, of 
course, nothing new in that, but 
some of us tend to forget it). 

Secondly, the AWACS deal — its 
timing and Washington's policy 
towards Riyadh in general, despite, 
the Saadis* adamant opposition to 
Camp David — has made the rest of 
the Arab world aware that the pre- 
sent American administration is not 
too enchanted with the Camp David 
process and that it sees in Prince 
Fahd’s proposals an acceptable 
alternative to the autonomy plan for 
the "West Bank." 

It follows that we should not be 
overly impressed by the official 
American rejection of the point in 
the Saudi plan which calls for an 
“independent Palestinian state, with 
Jerusalem as its capital *' By singl- 
ing out this item for rejection, 
Washington — at least implicitly — 
accepts the rest of the proposals as a 
basis for discussion. 


PERHAPS THE most serious 
aspect of the matter is that 
Washington agreed to the AWACS 
deal not because Saudi Arabia had 
joined the Middle East peace 


BUT THERE IS one further matter 
to which we must pay attention: the 
Saudi plan is also intended to serve 
as a passport for the PLO's eventual 
inclusion in the diplomatic process 
in the Middle East.. And it is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that the PLO's 
reaction to the plan was favourably 
ambiguous; Yasser Arafat himself 
went so far as almost endorsing it. 

As a matter of fact, he and several 
of his aides, on some occasions, bad 
presented plans of their own which

Ben-Gurion's and Golda M ear's? 

I myself no longer support your 
stand concerning the settlements in 
Samaria and Judea. However, that 
in itself would not make me write so 
sharply to you; it would not have me 
affirm clearly that it is not necessary 
for Mr. Begin to go abroad to raise 
money for a newspaper which ex- 
plains his point of view or which 
represents what might very well be a 
majority opinion in this country. 
That in itself would not have 
prompted me to seek aid in the 
creation of a new newspaper which 
“tells it as it is.” 

Of course, Mr. Begin has a right 
to have a newspaper report his point 
of view! Of course, the Herut and 
the Likud parlies have a right to a 
newspaper which states their posi- 
tions honestly and fairly; ana, of 
course, the majority of voters who 
elected this government have a right 
to see their point of view in print. 

I sincerely believe that your 
paper has seriously damaged — and 
continues to damage — the image 
of Israel. I believe that many Euro- 
pean and American journalists have 
taken a view of Menachcm Begin 
which is unfair; they have turned 
againsL him and against Israel 
(which, perhaps, is most important). 

I believe this is prompted by what 
they read ia your paper and in the 
many Hebrew-language newspapers 
which frequently distort his point of 
view and his efforts. 

I think that a paper with so large 
an international reputation as yours 


ought to take a second thought and 
a second look. Perhaps there ought 
to be a system within your paper 
where two points of view are 
presented each time there is a major 
issue or crisis set forth.

And when Saudi leaders make 
pleasant noises about mending 
fences with Egypt under its new 
president, it is not because the 
Saudis have changed their position, 
but rather because they hope that 
the new. Egyptian president - will 
change his and eventually “freeze" 
relations with Israel. - 

■Fortunately, President Hosni 
Mubarak understands only too well 
where Egypt's real interests licand 
he is not likely to change .course at 
this point. Still, the chances of 
peace and security in the Middle 
East have not been enhanced by the 
AWACS deal ‘—.and they will be 
further hurt if America does indeed 
adopt Prince Fahd's plan as the 
basis for its future policy. 

One. of Israel's mod serious mis- 
calculations in the last few years 
may have been that even if nothing 
comes of autonomy plan, (he pre- 
sent status quo with regard to the 
Palestinian issue could be 
prolonged indefinitely. ; 

This assumption was never true in 
the past, and it certainly will not be 
true in the future; for, despite. the 
fact that the real source of M iddlc 
East instability lies in the confused 
and complex antagonisms which 
separate the Arab states themselves 

— and in the Soviet Union's clever 
exploitation of this situation — the 
U.S. is convinced, rightly or wrong- 
ly, that the Palestinian problem 
must be solved, or at least tem- 
porarily side-tracked, in order to ce- 
ment its relationship with the Arab 
oil-producers. 

It is, therefore, more than unfor- 
tunate from Israel’s point of view 
that so much time has passed 
without making progress on the 
autonomy plan. 

But even at this late hour, there 
may-still be a slim chance that the 
course of events can be changed — 
by the adoption, for example, of the 
late Moshe Dayan's plan of es- 
tablishing a sort of de facto 
autonomy by unilaterally abolishing 
the civilian functions of Israel’s 
military government in the "ter- 
ritories.’’ 
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did not look too dissimilar from the

One distinct similarity, for exam- 
ple, was the idea of placing the 
“West Bank" and the Gaza Stop un- 
der a transitional UN trusteeship

Arabia, 
the U.S. may be wining to open 
negotiations with the PLO — ad- 
ding the usual qualification that the 
PLO would first have to recognize 
Israel's "right to exist.” - - 

A debate seems to be going on in- 
side the PLO about whether Ji 
should accede to this demand, with 
the opponents still having the upper 
hand. But is it really so? in- 
conceivable that one day soon 
someone in Washington will suggest 
that the PLO's acceptance of file 
Saudi plan •— including the none- 
too-clear point dealing with “the 
right of the states of the region- to 
live in peace — should indeed be In- 
terpreted as a “recognition” , of 
Israel's right to exist. Just as Jimmy - 
Carter’s National Security"’ Adviser 
Zbigniew Braezinski had proposed 
that the PLO’s mere acceptance of 
Resolutions 242 and 338 should be 
viewed as a recognition of Israel?
